tion from the monsters of the deep, 
It is no uncommon thing, on a still 
night, to hear the splash of a ' por- 
poise as he makes a rush on the bar 
for food and finds himself stranded 
in.a few inches of water. 
The strug- 


gle and puffing to get back into deep 
water can be heard for half a mile. 


On a quiet dark night not long ago 


a party started out iu a small boat 
to explore a sand bar at high tide. 
The water was 
bright with 
phos- 


phorus and every dip of the oar threw 
up a golden spray, and as the bow 
of the boat parted the still water as 
it glided noiselessly' along, it seemed 
like floating on a sea of molten gold. 


When the bar was reached' the fish 


commenced to swirl 
away from the 


boat in all directions and the trail 
of phosphorescent light, as they shot 
through the water, was like a bunch 
of rockets turned loose at a Fourth 
of July celebration. Fish 
are 
frc- 


. quently speared on these bars by tho 
light which they create as they glide 
through the water. Just what causes 
this light'has not "been fully'deter- 
mined but the supposition is that the 
water at certain 
times is infested 


•with a little animalcule so-small and 
yet so brilliant that the water is il- 
lumined whenever disturbed. 


The study' of animal life in south- 


ern waters is an 
interesting study. 


One of the smallest specimens which 
attracts attention is the fiddler crab. 
He is about the size of a coat but- 
ton, all legs and claws. 
The beach 


at low tide 
is dotted 
with 
little 


round holes where the "fiddlers" are 
buried, and as the tide comes in they 
crawl out and 
back away 
from the 


water and the shore is alive with 
them. 
The soft shell crab, varying 


in size .from 
a butter 
plate 
to a 


saucer, is also numerous. 


They live in 
shallow 
water and 


the sand bars abound 
with 
them. 


They are good things to let alone as 
their claws are vicious and they know 
how to use them. 
The- tarpon and 


some or the larger fish feed on them 
but they are - usually well protected 
in shallow water—except 
from fish- 


ermen, who capture them in a crab 
net and cue them up for bait . 


The. stangarce is another 
inhabi- 


tant of southern waters and is also 
a curiosity'. Ho is flat and round, and 
about the size of a peck measure. He 
has a tail ten or twelve inches long, 
with teetli on both sides as sharp 
as a saw, and'he uses it to good pur- 
pose in self defense. 


The stinsarce is frequently caught 


in seins. but he 'is handled very gin- 
gerly, for a sting from the tail leaves 
aa ugly wound and often results In 
blood poisoning. 


There are COO varieties of fish and 


most of them live on each- other. One 
of the most interesting is the sword 
fish. 
One of these was captured a 


few days ago. He measured 9 feet 
and 5 inches from the tip of the tail 
to the end of the sword ami weighed 
about ISO 
pounds. 
The sword 
was 


about, 4 inches wide where it leaves 
tho upper jaw and the tapers down 
to IVi inches at the other end. 
It 


was two feet long and furnished on 
cither side with teeth an inch apart 
and about \y, inches long. 


This sword is swung so rapidly 


that it can hardly be seen when in 
motion and is ruinous to anything | 
with which it comes in contact. 
I 


The sword fish feeds by burying! 


himself in the mud with nothing but; 
his eyes and sword exposed. 
When 


a fish comes within range the sword 
dispatches him in short order. 


The old saying that 
"little 
fish

Boston,'Mass.. March 25.—Despite 


the storm of protest that has uor.ic 
from ministers of the Congregation;:: 
and other churches of New England 
and in the face of the ilisswitlns-. mo 
aicrial presented and-signed by thlrlv 
local pastors, the prudential commit- 
tee of the American boarr! of foreign 
.missions will on next Tuesday vote 
unanimously to accept the sift o' 
JlOO.OOO from John D. Rockefeller and

It is likely that after,the announce- 


ment by the committee of the accept- 
ance of tho gift the protesting minis- 
ters will appeal to'the full council of 
the American board, which meets in 
Seattle, Wash., in September. 
The 


fact that the Baptist board of mis- 
sions somo few years ago accepted 
a gift of $250.000 from Mr. Rockefel- 
ler and Oborlin college has also ac- 
cepted $100,000 is said to have had 
weight with the prudential commit- 
tee.
